ASSAILANT COUNTS SUICIDE, 


Mr. Maebiy'a Wound Not Hecetwlljr 


Fatal, But \ht P»U«ol by Ho Mom* 


Out ot Dingtt~-An>tctd«nti 


of th* AlMIBln. 


SAH TBASOMOO-, Feb. 3&— The Ufa of 


John W, Mackay was attempted yes- 
terday by W, G Ripley, on old man 
who won undoubtedly insane, and who 
after attempting Mr, Msckaj'» aasog- 
siratlon turned the weapon upon him- 
self and inflicted & mortal wound, 


Shortly after noon two men, one ot 


tliem an old man, were seen walking 
through Licit alley, s passage through 
tlie Lick house from Butter to Post 
streets. Those who noticed the two 
men 
paid 
no 
particular 
atten- 


tion to tiiem a a til suddenly two shots 
ta rapid succession were fired and the 
man who had fired them, the elder, was 
seen to fall near the end of the alley. 
The other, who seemed to be wounded, 
was at once helped Sftto a bnggjr Mid 
driven rapidly away, whila the other 
lay bleeding and unconscious on the 
street 
An immense crowd at once as- 


sembled, and the police «oon united, 
Tho patrol wagon was called and the 
wounded man was hurried to (he re- 
ceiving hospital, there the doctor 
found that the bullet had penetrated 
above- the heart and passed through to 
tho bnclt under the skin, whence it was 
extracted. At the time of tHe opera- 
tion the man waa unconscious and 
pulseless. The wound was pronounced 
fatal. There wtis little on the dying 
man's person to Indicate who he was. 
He had in his pocket a letter addreued 
to n moraing paper In which the 
writer stated that ha was 73 years of 
age and Bipned W. C. Ripley. 


Tbere was al^o found upon him an 


envelope hearing the name of Dr, L, L. 
Lincoln 
On the back of the envelope 


wero tho words, "the ond la not yet." 
Upon a sheet of piper under tlie head- 
Inn1 "Food for Reflection," were the 
words "Fold hundred fifty thousand 
dollars for 009 sapphire to place on the 
forehead of his *vife, a sufficient amount 
to have saved at least 800 of his rlctime 
from suicidal pfravea. Just think of itt 
Inscribe it upon his tomb." 


Whon Mr Mackay reached his room 


nt the hotel he removed his garments 
without assistance and awaited fora 
physician. Dr, Kenny and Dr. John F. 
Moise arrived about the same time. 
After a brief examination they stated 
that the wonnd was not fatal. 


TTie bullet had entered under the 


right shoulder blade, and glanced to 
ward the right It was suggested that 
thu physicians should delay probing 
for the buUot until Mr. Mackay *be 
crime more composed, bat tbe wounded 
jnim Insisted that the operation should 
bo proceeded with immediately, 


Soon after 2 o'clock the physicians 


extracted the bullet. Dr. Morse said 
that Uio wound ivas not necessarily 
fatal, but that Liu patient was b-y no 
fticansout of danger. He added that 
in cose of £un shot wounds there was 
nhvays fctirof blood poisoning or lock- 
jaw, 
IVlien closely questioned Dr. 


Morsa said that It was too soon after 
extraction to foretell the termination 
of the wound, but that Mr, Mackay 
was rcstina quietly.

A> Drossol called at the receiving hos- 
pital and fully identified the dying 
man a? W C. Rinley, He said: "I 
know Ripley vary well. He used to 
come to my place overy day to read 
the jiaperq before he went down town. 
He did not come in this tnornlnjr as 
usual, nnd lie seemed very much dis- 
tressed over something aa he passed,

HIS ASS&ILMT COMMITS SUICIDE. 


Mr. I.'luckay'a Wound Not Necessarily 


Fatal, But tho Patlont by No Meant 


Out ol Danger—Antecedent* 


of the Assassin* 


SAN FBANOISCO, Feb. 35.—The life ot 


John W. Mackay was attempted yes- 
terday by W. C. Ripley, an old man 
who wan undoubtedly insane, and who 
after attempting Mr. Mackay's assas- 
sination turned the wonpon upon him- 
self and inflicted a mortal wound. 


Shortly after noon two men, one of 


them an old man, were seen walking 
through Lick alley, a passage through 
the Lick house from Butter to Post 
streets. Those who noticed the two 
men 
paid 
no 
particular 
atten- 


tion to them until suddenly two shots 
in rapid succession wore fired and the 
man who had fired them, the elder, was 
seen to fall near the end of the alley. 
Tho other, who seemed to be wounded, 
was at once helped into a buggy and 
driven rapidly away, while the other 
lay bleeding and unconscious on the 
street 
An immense crowd at once as- 


sembled and the police BOO a arrived. 
The patrol wapon was called and the 
woimdcd man -was hurried to the re- 
ceiving hospital, 
there tho doctor 


found that the bullet had penetrated 
above the heart and passed through to 
tho back under the skin, whence it was 
extracted. At the time of the opera- 
tion tbe man was unconscious and 
pulseless. The ^ound was pronounced 
fatal. There was little on the dying 
man's person to indicate who he was. 
He had in his pocket a letter addressed 
to a morning paper in which the 
writer stated that he was 73 years of 
age and signed W. C, Ripley. 


There was also found upon him an 


envelope bearing the name of Dr. L, L. 
Lincoln 
On the "bade of the envelope 


\vcro tlio -words, "the end Is not yet" 
Upon a sheet of pnper under the head- 
incr "Food for Reflection," were the 
words "Paid hundred fifty thousand 
dollars for one sapphire to place on the 
forehead of his wife, a sufficient amount 
to have saved at least GOO of his victims 
from suicidal graves. Just think of it! 
Inscribe it upon his tomb." 


When Mr Mackay reached his room 


at the hotel he removed his garments 
without assistance and awaited for a 
physician. Dr. Kenny and Dr. John P. 
Mot so arrived about the same time. 
After a brief examination they stated 
that tho wound was not fatal. 


The bullet had entered under the 


right shoulder blade, and glanced to- 
ward the right 
It was suggested that 


tho physicians should delay probing 
for the bullot until Mr, Mackay be 
came more composed, bnt the wounded 
man insisted that the operation should 
bo proceeded with immediately. 


Soon after S o'clock the physicians 


extracted the bullet. Dr. Morse said 
tliab the Avound was not necessarily 
fatal, but that hie patient was by no 
means out of danger. He added that 
in case of punshot wounds there was 
always fear oi blood poisoning or lock- 
jaw. 
When closely questioned Dr, 


Morso said that it was too soon after 
extraction to foretell the termination 
of the wound, but that Mr. Mackay 
was restinff quietly. 


Shortly before 3 o'clock Dr. August 


A. Drossel called at the receiving hos- 
pital and fully identified the dying 
man a^ W C. Eipley. He said: 
"I 


know Riploy very well. He used to 
como to my place every day to read 
the papers before ho went down town. 
He did not come in. this morniry? as 
usual, and ho socraed very much dis- 
tressed over something as he passed, 
about 0 o'clock. lie "vas born in Cin- 
cinnati, and leaves a wife and family 
there 
At one time ho was worth over 


8100,000, and made about $50,000 out of 
the Comstock 
lie came to San Fran- 


cisco and began gambling in stocks. 
Ills money soon began to go, and then, 
ho opened a cash grocery story. The 
venture failed, and about four years 
ago he was running a bar and dining- 
room on a steamer which plied be- 
tween San Francisco and Stockton. 


Ths AaaaBalii'a Identity. 


DSWER, Col , Fob. 25.—W. C, Ripley, 


the ussaiVnnt of Mr. Mackay was well- 
known in this city in the '70's 
In 1876 


he was proprietor of the Tremont 
house 
Later he was in the commis- 


sion business, and was also a stock- 
holder m tho Exchange bank which 
failed in 1880. 


He had. considerable property while 


here and engaged in speculation a good 
deal. He lost considerable money, but 
was supposed to have some when he 
went away. He Rtood well in the com- 
munity, and aside from his tendencies 
to speculation was looke d upon as a re- 
liable business man.

David L. Dickson, and Capt. A. R. 
Hastings, of the iron-clad battle ship 
Howe, of the same squadron, which 
stranded on November 9, at the en- 
trance of Ferrel harbor, Spain. 


Commander Dickson and Capt. Uast- 


Inffa were acquitted of blame by tha 
court-martial which tried them, the 
frronnd of acquittal being that the 
charts of Perrol harbor used on tho 
Howe were very defective. 
It was 


charged against Vice-Admiral Fairfax 
that as commander of the squadron it 
was his duty to signal the Howe, and 
that he failed to do no, although the 
Howe was Immediately following' tho 
flagship, and the stranding: wa sduo to 
his neglect. 


The court-martial was said at the 


time to be a mere formality, and tho 
vice-admiral was acquitted. The lords 
of the admiralty, however, talce a dif- 
ferent view of the matter. In the 
minute recording that their lordships 
do not concur in the finding1, their loid- 
ships attribute the disaster, which 
proved so costly to the British treasury, 
to unskillful management on the part 
of Vice-Admiral Fairfax, Commander 
Dickson and Capt. Hastings, and to 
neglect of directions given in regard to 
currents and to neglect to tako bear- 
ings at a time and situation when ifc 
was an obvious duty to do so

WASHINGTON, Feb. 30.—The United 


States claims in the Behring sea con- 
tioversy as, they will be laid before the 
tubunal of atbitration when it re« 
assembles m Paris, March 9!id, are as 
lollop s 


That prioi and up to tho time of 


the concession of Alaska to the United 
States Russia asserted and exercised 
an exclusive nght to the seal fisheries 
in the i\ aters of liehring sea and also 
asbcitcd and exorcised throughout that 
sea the n^lit to prevent by the employ- 
ment, when necessary, of reasonable 
force, any invasion of Bnch exclusive 
right; that Great Britain, not having 
at any tune objected to or resisted such 
assei Lion of exclusive right or the ex- 
ei cise of such power, H to be deemed 
as having1 recognized and assented to 
the same, that Uio body of water now 
knonn as Bchung sea was not in- 
cluded in the phrase "Pacific Ocean," 
as nsud in the treaty of 1825 between 
Grc.vt IJriUiu and Eussia, and that af- 
ter Mud treaty and down to the 
time of tho concession of this, Russia 
continacd to assert tho same exclusive 
rights and to exercise the same ex-

AN AKCTIC EXPEDITION. 


To Be TTn'lertftfcen bv Lteut. Paary Un- 


der tho Auspices ol the Philadel- 


phia Oroffrapblcal Club. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 23.—That Lieut. 


Peary will undertake another expedi- 
tion to the Arctic regions and under 
the auspices of the Geographical club 
of this city, is almost assured. 
The 


legislative committee of the club has 
considered the pioposition of Liieut, 
Peary favorably, but tho final decision 
•u ill not lie made for several days. 


Lieut 1'eary proposes that tho club 


shall raise Rb.OOO or 810,000 of the $20,- 
000 or $25,000 needed for the expedi- 
tion 
The icmaindcr is to be advanced 


from his own resources, and the expe- 
dition is to be under the auspices ol 
the club. In return for this Lieut. 
Pcaiy agrees to turn over to the club 
whatever collections of scientific value 
ho may make The expedition will 
require two vo3*agcs, the first for the 
landing1 of tlie party and the sec- 
ond, piobably under the direction of 
somebody selected by the Geographical 
club, to be in tho nature of a scientific 
expedition. Tho object o! the expedi- 
tion is tho delineation of detached land 
north of the main Greenland and the 
unknown portion of the east coast; the 
determination of the traverse profile 
of the Greenland inland ice cap from 
Cape Bismarck to Inglufleld gulf; a de- 
tailed survey of Whale sound and In- 
glufield gnlf; further studies of tbe 
Arctic Highlanders and a collection of 
natural objects of tho region.

HYPNOTIC SUSCEPTIBILITY. 
eoplo of Southern Birth Ara tbe Bets 
BnbjnU I-or the Operator. 


The differences In the climates appear 
> hare great influence on hypnotic BUS- 
jptibillty. Southerners, and altogether 
lose who have been exposed to tha 
Topical heat are much more easily in- 
uenced than those who live in the 
*mperate or frigid zones. Hypnosis 
ot only appears sooner in the tropical 
.imates, but it is usually deeper, and 
ie more complicated conditions of the 
fates Invariably appear Immediately. 
The hypnotic susceptibility does not 


epend on these circumstances alone. 
"here are many other conditions which 


we roust nod partly outside of the in- 
ividual and partly within. It is neces- 
lary to especially notice the different 
.empers of mind, such as delight, sor- 
ow, etc. What also works against 
omlng into the hypnotic state is over- 
xertion, either mentally or bodily, and 
mpty or over-loaded stomach, excessive 
ise of certain nourishing substances, 
Lquors, strong spices, coffee or tea. All 
ihese conditions, more or less, prevent 
r disturb the coming hypnosis. Fur- 
thermore, outward influences, such as 
«mperature, dress, place of residence 
and surroundings, should all be consid- 
red. ,The room in which experiments 
are to be performed must neither be too 
warm nor too cold. 


Dryness is always encouraging to 
lypnosls, while damp air disturbs the 
nfluenoe. Strong odor of flowers and 
certain perfumes are very often advan- 
ageous. Strong lights are by all means 
unfavorable; a mild and shaded light is 
always favorable. Tha subject's seat 
must be as comfortable aa possible; the 
.east noise, the buzzing of a fly, the 
Breaking of shoes, may disturb tha 
rood results in causing an involuntary 
soncentration of thought, which tends 
a disturb the effects of the manipula- 
tions of the operator. 


Without exception there should be a 


third person present In the room as wit- 
ness to every hypnotic treatment in- 
volving unconsciousness of the subject. 
There will then be no cause for misun- 
derstandings.
